Exactly at three thue
tralu artived, and a lew moments Inter all the
I-lc.&cuuluom- ensued, the A\wo emperors shaking
apnds, Haydn's Natioosd Hymn struck up and
the brilliunt cortege proceeded to the eight
court carriages in wltendance, The Emperors
of France and Austria mn one, The Archdukes,
Prince h’nfn!m)l;, and Prince Jopchim Murat in
ihe second. Baron Buest und other excelleneies
in the third, I'rinece Metternich (the Ambassa-
dor of Austria), who, by the way, looked much
swollen, the Grand Master of Lthe Court of
Austrin, and us many excollencies as could dnd
room in the fourth; aud colonels and majors,
and barous and captains, and viscounte sod
aldes-de camp, untl there was no getling in
:mf' more regimentais snd thtles any where.,

The Emperor of Ausirin’s uniform was splon-
did; elaret colored pantaloons with gold stripes,
hiat with ecarlet feathers, n white Cashmere
tunie with silver buttons, and neross the grand
cordon of the Legion of Honor. The Archdukes
were dresied fn the same uniforms.

The Empress Eogenie, Imperial Prines, all the
priucesses, the great Mistress of the Robes, the
Governess of the Enfants de France (therc is

And now for one small ohservation, which T
made when all the court bad driven off 1o St,
Cloud, and I was allowed one peep of the lute-
tlor ol the Elysee Napoleon, where the Empe-
vor's guests will reside during their stay in
Paris, Everything that was prepared for the
reception of the Saltan in the same palace has
been renewed —bangings, oroaments, ete, On
expressing my surprise at the immense outlay, I
was told that all the magnificent tupesiry, car-
peting, entins, yelvets, and eyen the decorations
on the walls, had beeu replaced.

While T am writing this account the Parl-
sians nre gathering together in order to witness
the grand review, which takes place to-day at
the Bois de Boulogne, There will be shooting
at 5t. Germain to-morrow, and u banquet st the
Hotel de Ville on Moudny.
